One of the principal lines of work of the Bureau of Agricultural Bconomics 
ris the gathering and distribution of statistics and information on the economic 
aspects of the agricultural industry. 


The bureau employs more than 1,000 workers on this work of whom about 300 
are connected with the. crop. reporting. service and 400: with the market news service, 
Most of these workers are in the field.. Of the entire personnel of the bureau, 
which on January 1, 1933 numbered 2723 persons, approximately 1063 are located in 
Washington and 1660 in field stations, including 63 in foreign countries, 


Two general divisions of. the information are recognized; (1) Current eco- 
nomic facts, which are gathered and promptly released by radio, press and mail, 
and (2) analytical summaries, special reports,. and. interpretive statements ice 
are of a more general educational nature and which are given distribution through 
the press, publications, the extension service, and otner State agencies, 











The first class of information includes crop reports, narket news reports, 
etc.; the second class includes the outlook reports, agricultural and price sit- 
_ uation reports, and special comaodity reviews of a less timely nature. In the 
_ first group facts are presented without extended interpretation, whereas material 
- in the second group its explained and analyzed for educational uses. 








The Crop and Market News Service draws upon the several, divisions of the 
bureau that collect information; The Division of Crop and Livestock Estinates, 
the five cormodity market news divisions, (Cotton; Livestock, Meats, and Wool; 
Fruits and Vegetables; Dairy and Poultry Products; Hay, Feed, and, Seed), the 
Tobacco Section, the Foreign Agricultural Service, and the Division of Statistical 

and Historical Research.. The infomaation gatnered by each of these is assembled 
and released immediately in separate forns, either from Washington or from the 
field offices. Most of the information is later consolidated into various types 
of publications for permanent record. 


; The informational’ work is handled by the divisions Listed. on the inside .» 
front cover of this list, each of which controls its own branch offices.: The ' 
Director of Economic Information assists the Chief of the Bureau by maintaining 
general supervision over the form and method of releases for press and radio; 
by supervising the editing of periodicals, printed bulletins, and-special publi- 
cations for extension workers; and by supervising the photographio, exnibits, » 
and motion picture work of the bureau, , .

FRUIT 41ND VEGETABLE PRODUCTION 


Fruit and Nut Crop Reports. State statistics on fruit and nut crop 
production are included in the roguler monthly crop reports issuod about the 
10th of each month. A more comprehensive report on "Fruit Crop Prospects" is 
usually issued at least once during the senson and an annual summary following 
the December report. In those special issues, the statistical matter is 
combined with State notes, with a summary on cach crop, and with interesting 
forcign crop items.

Rarely are estimates made of the quantity of production utilized 
for caning, dryings. or other manufacturing, but all such fruit-utilization 
information, when available for -publication, is included in the fruit prospect 
report or annual summary issue, Except for strawberries there are no established 
series of estimates on small-fruit production, current: information being limited 
to such notes as may appear in thé fruit prospect report. 

Potato and Sweetpotato Reportss The detailed statistical reports on 
total production of Trish (or white) potatoes and sweetpotatoes, by States, are 
issued in the regular monthly crop reports. Several special reports on. potatoes 
are also issued during the ‘year, the ‘following being.the*more important.

The truck and canning crop reports are prepared in the form of commodity 
sheets, each containing current statistics and crop comments for one or more 
groups of States. At occasional intorvals, a collection of timoly crop nows 
items i8 issucd without statisticnl matter. The dates for reloase of reports 
are set according to the usual ‘season of the commodity in cach group of States. 
In the interest of cconomy, no gonoral mailing can be midc of tho intire 
serics.of commodity reports. Instcad, a brief summary covering all the ¢ommodity 
releases at any one reporting date is given genoral distribution and sclected 
commodity reports may then be requested.

seasonal Outlook Reports. — Supplementary statements that revise the annual 
outlook report are ‘issued during certain periods of the year on certain farm 
products. <A summer hog outlook statement is issued in July following the June 
pig survey.

Tentative standards for gradés‘covering practically all canned vegetables 
have been developed. Official standards for grades have been promulgated for 
4 commodities. Tentative standards for’ grades for canned fruits are under 
consideration.

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STANDARDS FOR CONTAINERS. 


Under the standard container acts of 1916 and 1928, standards have been 
promulgated for climax baskets, berry boxes, till Taaekas hampers, round stave 
basxets. (including the straight-side types), and splint or market baskets. 
Manufacturers can arrange to have such containers tested for capacity by address- 
ing the Division of Fruits and Vegetables, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
United States Department: of Agficulture, Washington, D. C. 


GRAIN STANDARDIZATION AND, INSEHOTION 


The United. ‘States: grain standards act oe the Secretary 'of* Sa 
Agriculture to establish official, ‘standards for grain and to license inspectors 
to apply ‘such standards and, ta handle appeals from inspections performed by 
licenseés. The act provides, in effect, that. if grain bé sold by grade and 
shipped in interstate or foreign: a enerce; the. official: standards must be used 
Bae the grain must be inspected by a licensed. inspector if it-moves from 07eaD 

@ point’at which inspection is maintained. Pursuant to this authority the - 
Be no bay of Agriculture has promulgated official standards for shelled corn, < 
wheat, oats, rye, grain sorghums, feed oats, mixed feed oats, and barley. 
Official rain inspection is now maintained at 158 markets throug ghout the country 
at which 447 licensed inspectors perform service. These licensees are not . 
employees of the Federal Government. They derive their compensation from States, 
beards of trade, and chanbers of commerce. In addition the Federal department 
maintains.a force known as Federal Grain Supervision whose duty it is to handle 
appeals from grades assigned by licensees and to supervise the work of licensees 
in order to insure correct and uniform application of the standards. For further 
information apply to Grain Division, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United 
States Departuent of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or to General Field pes: - 
quarters, 506 South Nabash Ave.,Chicago, Illinois.

Inspections also are made at 38 U. S. Army posts, Type samples of hay are furn- 
ished to hay exchanges, hay inspectors, “aac aiat colleges, and other interest-— 
ed parties. 


BEAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


Standards eet een Dette ton for 21 of the principal classes of dry 
edible beans produced in Continental United States. Federal or Federal-State 
inspection has been established at shipping points in 8 leading been-producing 
States and at 11 important terminal markets. The standards have been adopted as 
the official standards of the State: Department of Agriculture in California, 
Idaho, lliontana, Wyoming, and New. York. 


SOYBEAN STANDARDIZATION AND i aig dg 


Standards for son deh npg been issued and inspection service has been 
established at 26 important shipping points and terminal markets-through coop- 
‘erative agreements with State and trade organizations. Practically all soybeans 
shipped to mills are purchased on the basis of U. S. No. 2 grade and over 75 per 
cent of these are inspected at destination. Export sales are consummated on the 
basis of Federal inspection at port of shipment final.

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TOBACCO CLASSIFICATION 


Under the United States tobacco stocks and standards act the Department 
of Agriculture has issued an official classification for American-srown leaf 
tobacco. The tobacco grading service during the 1932-33 marketing season was 
conducted.at.54.markets, receiving stations and storage points and the total» 
volune graded was approximately 112,000,000 pounds. Address Tobacco Section, 
Bureau.,of Agricultural Economics, neve States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


STANDARDIZATION OF LIVESTOCK 


Official standards have been promulgated for the following; Slaughter 
cattle, slaughter calves, and vealers. Tentative standards have been published 
for the following: (1) Stocker and feeder steers (6 grades); stocker and feeder 
heifers (6 srades); stocker and feeder cows (5 grades); stocker and feeder bulls 
(5 grades), and stocker and feeder calves (5 grades). (2) Slaughter barrows and 
gilts (4 grades). (3)-Slaughter lambs (6 grades) and slaughter ewes (6 grades). 


STANDARDIZATION OF MEATS 


Official class and grade standards have been issued for beef, veal, calf, 
lamb, anc mutton; standards for pork are still in tentative forn, 


STANDARDIZATION OF HIDES AND SKINS 


Tentative standards have been drafted and published for the following; 
Pacxcer hides (3 classes); butcher and country hides (3 classes); horse hides 
(2 classes); kip skins (3 classes); calf skins €4 classes) and sheep skins 
(4 classes). og 


STANDARDIZATION OF WOOL AND WOOL TOPS 


Official standards for. the grades of wool and wool top, onthe basis of 
diameter of fiber, have been promulgated by the Department of Agriculture under 
he United States wool standards act. Practical forms of the standards are issued 
at a nominal charge for educational and commercial use. . 


STANDARDIZATION OF MOHAIR

BEEF AND LAMB GRADING AND STAMPING AND MEATSGRADING SERVICE 


Federal boot grading ands choritran service alate quality) covering all 
classes and grades of beef is available in 17 of the larger markets. Lamb grading 
and stamping service covering all grades of lamb has been inaugurated in Washing- 
ton, Buffalo, Brie, Detroit, Chicago; Omaha, Kansas City,-St, Louis, and National 
Stock Yards. The latter service will be made sensei upon request at all other 
- cities at which graders are stationed. 


General meat-grading apt vier, anteteti ue all meats and meat products, is 
-,available at all points at which graders are stationed. This latter service is 
used largely by Federal, State and city institutions, :dining car departments, 
steamsnip lines, hotels, and restaurants. For details address the Livestock,

WAREHOUSE LICENSING AND INSPECTION 


Under the United States warehouse act the Department of Agriculture, 
through the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, licenses auch warehouses for the 
storing of farm products as apply for license and meet with specified requirements 
and occasional inspection. Receipts issued by such warehouses are recognized as 
preferred collateral for loans by many banks. Warehouses for the storing of 
cotton, grain, broomcorn, wool, potatoes, tobacco, dry beans, dried fruit, cold 
_pack fruit, cherries in brine, sirup, nuts, seeds, canned foods, and cottonseed 
for commercial purposes, are among those so licensed. 


PRODUCE AGENCY ACT ENFORCEMENT 


Investigations of apparent violations of the produce agency act are made 
upon receipt of complaints filed by growers or shippers accompanied by all papers 
relating to the transaction, This act relates to perishable farm products received 
in interstate commerce on behalf of another, and makes the rendering of a false 
accounting report, knowingly and with intent to defraud, a misdemeanor punishable 
by fine or imprisonment. Service and Regulatory Announcement 107 contains the 
text of the produce agency act and regulations governing its enforcement.

PERISHABLE AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES AcT 


The perishable agricultural commodities act requires all commission 
mercnants, dealers, and brokers who handle fresh fruits and/or fresh vegetables, 
in interstate commerce, to secure a license from the Department of Agriculture. 
The annual license fee is $10. The act makes it unlawful to make a fraudulent 
charge; to reject or fail to deliver in accordance with the terms of the contract 
or ta dump without reasonable cause; to make a false statement as to quality, 
quantity, disposition of, or condition of the market for any commodity; to fail 
to account correctly; to misrepresent the origin of any commodity; or to remove 
or tamper with any notice on a car or package containing a certificate as to the 
grade of the commodity contained therein. Punishment may be by publication of the 
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facts or tae suspension or ire of license, The Secretary of Agriculture 
may hl al ‘the aap of: damages and order their acho: 
: slay ok i aseei nia of dato violations of this ae are made on complaint 
of. an earmahod persons, .Preliminary complaints may bé made by telegraph if con- 
ditions demand and will be handled by the Department in the same way. Complain 
‘not settled in this way and those in which’such quick action is not necessary m 
be made the subject of formal complaint, which should be accompanied by true copie 
of.all available supporting papers. Service 'and Regulatory Announcement 121
